Surday midnight until late Monday 
night, the rain brought more than 
an inch of precipitation. 

Rain also fell on Tuesday, and 
further light showers fell Wednes- 
day. The heavy rain was preceded 
by a shower last Friday. 

According to figures supplied by 
the C. P. R. D.N. R., the rainfall 
from last Friday up until today was 
1.16 inches at Bassano, 1.37 inches 
at the irrigation dam, 1.27 inches at 
Countess, and 1.24 inches at Gem. 

No figures are available for Crow- 
foot, Makepeace, Hussar, Majorville, 
or Rosemary, but the rain was gen-
